Gypsophilia set to open ‘smile factory’

Nine years ago, hometown 
band Gypsophilia had their 
first show — and they didn’t 
even exist yet. 

The popular gypsy jazz, 
funk, klezmer and classical 
band was born at the 2004 
Halifax Jazz Festival when sev¬ 
en musicians came together 
for Gypsophilia: A Tribute to 
Django Reinhardt. 

“We had no plans whatso¬ 
ever other than to just do that 
one show,” said double-bass 
player Adam Fine, seated in a 
north-end Halifax coffee shop 
with four of the seven-piece 
ensemble on Thursday. 

“People were coming up 
going ‘Where can I buy your 
GD?’ And it was like,‘Well, we 
don’t even have a GD,”’ said 
guitarist Alec Frith. 

Frith said he became ob¬ 
sessed with Reinhardt’s sound 
years ago, and bandmate Ross 
Bums (guitar) told him to 
start a group because the style 
was “so much fun.” 


“We take it seriously, but 
the aspect we take seriously 
is making people dance and 
smile and have fun,” said 
Frith. “As long as we’re a 
smile factoiy then eveiy- 
thing’s good.” 

Burns said the key to their 
toe-tapping shows is not to 
over-practise or tiy perfecting 
a solo. 

“The music and the show 
is for people,” Bums said with 
a smile. “It’s more of a petting 
zoo than a high-art galleiy.” 

Frith agreed, noting that 
the “inherently silly” nature 
of the band, their different tal¬ 
ents and retro style set them 
apart. 

“Ross is a capoeira teacher, 
so there are back flips and 
handstands in our show, 
which most jazz bands don’t 
really incorporate,” Frith said. 

Frith, Burns and Fine will 
join Gina Burgess (violin), 
Sageev Core (piano), Nick Wil¬ 
kinson (guitar) and Matt Myer 
(tmmpet) for Gypsophilia’s 
show Friday night at the Gom- 
pany House at 11:30 p.m. 

“It feels like a week-long 
feast of musical excitement, 
whether we’re playing or 
not,” Burns said of the Jazz 
Festival.

A homeless man in Dartmouth 
has lost his makeshift shelter 
after it was consumed by a 
small brush fire Thursday 
morning.

was the candle,” said the man. 

The man hved in the shack 
for the past five years, prefer¬ 
ring the wilderness instead of 
the streets of Halifax. 

“I do what I have to do,” he 
said. “I’m a survivor.” 

Mike Bonin, a spokesman 
for the Canadian Forces Base 
in Hahfax, said the man is 
known to the militaiy, and 
that he has been evicted from 
the property before. 


“He was told he was on 
property that was not his, that 
he was trespassing, and he was 
removed several times,” said 
Bonin. 

By noon, Bonin said the fire 
was contained, as white smoke 
billowed from the woods. 


An explosive-disposal team 
from the Defence Department 
also searched the area as a pre¬ 
caution due to an ordinance 
in place following the 1945 
explosion of an ammunition 
depot in the area. 

Bonin said pohce will in¬ 


vestigate the cause of the fire 
and how to negate similar 
events in the future. He said 
it was too early to determine 
if charges will be laid against 
the man. 

“He is safe, and that is the 
important factor,” said Bonin. 




Percy Paris assault case sent to adult diversion

His law¬ 
yer, Elizabeth Buckle, con¬ 
firmed he was willing to 
participate in the program. 


Liberal Keith Colwell al¬ 
leges he was assaulted by 
Paris on May 9 as the two 
were arguing in a wash¬ 
room next to the legislative 
chamber. 

Paris resigned from cab¬ 
inet a few hours later when 
Halifax police charged him 
with assault and uttering 
threats. Both men are 65 
years old.

Two of four people charged in 
connection with the disappear¬ 
ance and murder of a Cape 
Breton fisherman have been 
released from custody. 

Craig Landiy, who faces a 
charge of second-degree mur¬ 
der in Phillip Boudreau’s death, 
was released on $50,000 bail 
after a hearing Thursday in 
provincial Supreme Court in 
Port Hawkesbuiy. 

Co-accused Carla Ann Sam¬ 
son, who is charged with being 
an accessoiy after the fact, was 


freed on $25,000 bail. 

Both have been ordered to 
follow a number of conditions. 

The two were charged after 
Boudreau went missing in the 
waters of Petit-de-Grat harbour 
on June 1. 

His overturned boat was 
later found, but police have 
never recovered his body. 

Dwayne Matthew Samson 
and his father-in-law, James Jo¬ 
seph Landiy, are also charged 
with second-degree murder.

A speeding fine was tossed 
out of Amherst provincial 
court this week after the re¬ 
cipient successfully argued 
that waiting for the matter 
to go to court violated his 
Charter rights. 

George Edward Kalinow- 
ski was stopped near Salt- 
springs, between Springhill 
and Amherst, on Feb. 17, 
2012, and issued a ticket 
for speeding one to 15 km/h 
above the posted limit. 

His ticket contained the 
note that he was required to 


either plead guilty and pay 
the fine, or notify the court 
he intended to appear before 
a judge. 

Kalinowski chose the lat¬ 
ter. 

In a decision, released 


Thursday, Judge Paul B. 
Scovil summarized, “In re¬ 
lation to the facts, they are 
fairly straightforward. The 
accused was stopped and 
ticketed for a violation.... The 
applicant appeared in New 


Glasgow provincial court’s 
administrative office and 
filed a notice of intention to 
plead not guilty and have a 
trial. The first date available 
was set, which was for today, 
some 12 months and 19 days 
later.” 

And therein lay the rub. 

Kalinowski argued the de¬ 
lay violated his Charter right 
to be tried within a reason¬ 
able amount of time, which 
Scovil ultimately agreed 
with.

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Pockwock Water Transmission Main Upgrade 

Beginning this evening (Friday, July 5th) Halifax Water will be performing a scheduled 24 hour shutdown to a section of the Pockwock water transmission main on 
Kearney Lake Rd. to allow for the renewal of 1.7km of 1200mm. diameter pipe at a cost of $11 million. The Pockwock water supply serves customers in Halifax, 
Bedford, Sackville, Fall River, Waverley, and Timberlea though not all customers will be affected by this work. 


During this shutdown, customers will be supplied by a system of reservoirs, flows fi'om Dartmouth via the MacDonald Bridge water line, and possibly the Chain Lake 
back-up water supply. 


If the Chain Lake back-up water supply is activated, a boil water advisory will be issued for affected customers. 

Should a boil water advisory be issued, some customers on the Halifax side of the harbour (see attached map) will be required to boil their water as a precau¬ 
tionary measure. Only customers within the deflned map area will be required to boil their water. 


If a boil water advisory is issued you should: 

• Boil water using a pot, a kettle on the stove, an electric kettle 
without an automatic shut-off or a microwave oven. 

• Heat the water until bubbles come from the bottom of the pot. 

• Once the water reaches a rolling boil, let it boil for 1 minute. 

• Turn off the heat source and let the water cool. 

• Pour the water into a clean container with a cover for storage. 


Use cooled, boiled water for: 

• Drinking. 

• Brushing teeth. 

• Preparing and cooking food. 

• Preparing infant formula. 

• Making ice. 

• Water for pets. 


All Halifax Water customers are asked to reduce water usage (ie. lawn/garden watering, car washing, pool filling, washing of laundry etc...) on July 
5*, 6*, and 7* while this phase of the project is undertaken as this will reduce the need to activate the Chain Lake supply and the resulting boil water advisory.

“Come hell or high water,” 
the Calgaiy Stampede was 
back on its way to a Friday 
kickoff without a hitch — or 
just a few 

By Thursday, the Stampede 
grounds had undergone a tre¬ 
mendous transformation. Just 
two weeks ago, the Stampede 
grounds were under as much 
as 14 feet of water, and up 
to 100,000 Albertans were 
forced from their homes. 
Now, they’re set to welcome 
the world to the 101st Great¬ 
est Outdoor Show on Earth. 

“Seeing the extent of the 
damage was pretty powerful. 
There was a lot of water sit¬ 
ting in virtually every corner 
of the park,” said Kurt Kadatz, 
spokesperson for the Stam¬ 
pede. 

Crews have been working 
around the clock since last 
week’s announcement that 
the show would, in fact, go 
on. 

“Somehow, there has 
been a real spirit of optimism 


among our employees. There 
was a sense of camaraderie. 
We would rally together ... 
and overcome,” said Kadatz. 

On much of the grounds, it 
looked like business as usual. 
While the BMO Centre sus¬ 
tained marginal damage, the 
setup for the Western Show¬ 
case has remained on sched¬ 
ule. However, some events 


had to be moved to other lo¬ 
cations or were cancelled. 

Hardest hit was the Sad- 
dledome, which lost the 
whole event level with flood 
water reaching row eight. 
News broke on Tuesday that 
the entire Stampede Concert 
Series had been cancelled. 

In the face of these types 
of challenges throughout the 


city. Mayor Naheed Nenshi 
is hoping that an end to the 
state of emergency and a new 
national ad campaign will be 
enough to bring travellers 
back. 

“A lot of people have lost 
wages over the time we’ve 
been closed, and many of 
those folks depend on the 
tourism industry ... and of 


course they make their bread 
and butter during Stampede,” 
he said. 

“Whether you’re work¬ 
ing in a restaurant or in a 
hotel or a retail business, we 
need to get those people back 
up again. They’ve suffered 
enough. It’s a chance to show 
the world we’re back.”

Workers in a

“I have never seen the 
track in such bad shape. 

It was basically wiped out, 
right to the base,” said 
Connell, who has been 
with the Stampede for 30 
years.

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Egypt swears in interim president 



Top judge takes reins. 

Muslim Brotherhood 
leader arrested amid 
fears of violent backlash 


A senior judge was sworn in 
as Egypt’s interim president 
Thursday to replace ousted 
Islamist President Moham¬ 
med Morsi as the mihtaiy 
launched a major crackdown 
against the Muslim Brother¬ 
hood. Reeling from what it 
called a militaiy coup against 
democracy, the group said it 
would not work with the new 
political system. 

The sweep against the 
Brotherhood leadership in¬ 
cluded the group’s top leader, 
General Guide Mohammed 
Badie. He was arrested late 
Wednesday at a Mediterran¬ 
ean coastal city and flown by 


helicopter to Gairo, security 
officials said. 

The move against the 
Brotherhood raises deep ques¬ 
tions over how Islamists will 
fit into Egypt’s new political 
system after the militaiy on 
Wednesday swept out Morsi, 
the countiy’s first freely elect¬ 
ed president. The army says it 
did so in the name of millions 
of Egyptians who had taken to 
the streets, demanding Morsi 
be removed. 

In the first step toward set¬ 
ting up a post-Morsi leader¬ 
ship, the chief judge of the 
Supreme Gonstitutional Gourt 
Adly Mansour took the oath as 
interim president before his 
fellow judges at the court. 

There are fears of a vio¬ 
lent backlash from Islamists 
against the army move, par¬ 
ticularly from hard-hners, 
some of whom belong to for¬ 
mer armed militant groups. 


Glashes between Islamists and 
pohce erupted in multiple 
places around the country 
after the army’s announce¬ 


ment of Morsi’s removal Wed¬ 
nesday night, leaving at least 
nine dead.

Egyptian authorities shut 
down four Islamist TV sta¬ 
tions, banned the Muslim 
Brotherhood’s newspaper 
and raided the office of 
Al-Jazeera’s Egypt affiliate 
in a crackdown on media 
considered sympathetic to 
ousted President Moham¬ 
med Morsi, bringing an 
outciy Thursday from rights 
groups, who said the moves 
appeared to be an attempt 
to intimidate pro-Morsi 
media and shut off their 
viewpoints. 

Among the shuttered 


stations was the Misr25 
channel, run by the 
Brotherhood. It went off 
the air Wednesday night 
just as it was airing pro- 
Morsi protesters chanting, 
“Down with military rule” 
after Egypt’s militaiy chief 
announced that Morsi had 
been removed. 

Also targeted was Al- 
Jazeera Live Egypt, or Mu- 
basher Misr, an affiliate of 
the Qatar-based Al-Jazeera 
TV network. Late Wednes¬ 
day night, police raided the 
station’s offices, detaining 
28 staffers, Al-Jazeera said 
in a statement Thursday. All 
have since been released, 
except the managing direc¬ 
tor and the broadcast engin¬ 
eer.

‘Tenacious.’ B.C. woman survives 4 days at sea on rainwater, seabird 




A woman from Grand Forks, 
B.G., who was lost at sea off 
the coast of Honduras for four 
days, says it’s a “miracle” she 
and eight friends survived 
living off of rainwater and a 
seabird. 

Tasha Brown, 20, and her 
group set out on an island ex¬ 
pedition for fun on Saturday, 
but on the way, their nine- 
metre boat ran out of gas. 

After several unsuccessful 


attempts to flag down other 
boats, they decided to take a 
break for the night and go to 
sleep. 

“In the morning we wake 
up and the drift had taken us 
out and it’s open water every¬ 
where we are,” Brown told 
Metro. 

“So people started talking 
like, ‘Man, this could get ser¬ 
ious. We don’t got water. We 
don’t got food, we don’t got 
gas.’” 

The group determined 
their position by watching 
the movement of the sun and 


started to paddle for land. 
Brown — whose mother de¬ 
scribes her as “tenacious” — 
also took turns getting out of 
the boat and towing it while 
swimming, despite the fact 
they were in shark-infested 
waters. 

“I tell you, the days were 
the longest days of our lives,” 
she said. “But I’d rather die be¬ 
ing eaten by a shark than die 
lying down.” 

A storm eventually pro¬ 
vided them with fresh water, 
and one of the men on board 
also caught a seabird mid-air 



and roasted it on the sizzling 
hood of the boat. Brown said it 
tasted hke “turkey jerky.” 

By Wednesday morning, 
a U.S. Goast Guard plane had 
spotted the sunburned bunch 
and a rescue helicopter soon 
followed. U.S. Goast Guard 
spokesman Gabe Somma said 
they were found about 88 
kilometres northwest of Utila, 
Honduras. 

“We all just screamed,” 
Brown recalled of that mo¬ 
ment. “Almost all of us were 
ciying, hke, ‘Yes! We’re going 
to be OK.’ It was amazing.” 


Brown is a medic and was 
in Honduras doing a rescue 
diving course. She missed her 
flight home because of the or¬ 
deal, but is expected to return 
to B.G. within the next few 
days. 

The search for Brown, 
two Americans and six Hon¬ 
durans spanned more than 
11,600 square kilometres, 
and involved the Honduran 
navy, the U.S. Goast Guard 
and aircraft attached to the 
U.S. Southern Gommand 
in Honduras, with files from

Google’s high-tech specs 
— and feels like a Borg

It’s pretty cool. That’s about as 
tech savvy as I get, but it’s also 


an apt description of the new 
Google Glass. 

Most people have at least 
seen pictures of it by now. You 
wear the device like glasses, 
but use it like a smartphone. 
There are no lenses, but there 
is a small screen above your 
right eye from which emanates 
the world — as both you, and 
Google, would like to see it. 

Basically anything that can 
be done on a smartphone can 
be done with Google Glass. You 


can surf the web, make calls, 
send emails and texts, shoot 
photos and take video. 

Voices.com GEO David Gic- 
careUi is one of a handful of 
people in Ganada known as 
Glass Explorers, who earned 
the right to be Google guinea 
pigs by winning a draw — and 
paying $1,500 for the product. 

He’s now showing the 
gizmo off to others, including 
yoius truly from Metro Lon¬ 
don. So what’s right and what’s 


wrong with Google Glass? 

At first blush, it’s hard not 
to be impressed. The device 
doesn’t feel intrusive because 
the frame is lightweight ti¬ 
tanium and, as mentioned, 
there are no lenses to smudge. 
There’s also no earpiece be¬ 
cause sound is transmitted via 
bone conduction. 

You look up to see the 
screen, which can be con¬ 
trolled, for the most part, with 
voice commands. Initially, it 


looks to be about the size of a 
postage stamp, but it seems to 
grow and become easier to see 
with each passing second. 

Looking at a photo of myself 
wearing Glass, though, I was 
reminded of the Borg from Star 
Trek: The Next Generation. 

Yes, people will walk 
into trees and some will 
video people and things they 
shouldn’t, but for a first stab 
at a wearable computer, it’s 
pretty cool.

Mark Gamey is already caus¬ 
ing ripples in Britain in his first 
week as governor of the Bank 
of England, even though his 
methods would be considered 
old hat in Ganada.

Richard: Mark, it’s been a 
weird year. Things that I was 
really looking forward to, like 
Melissa McCarthy and Jason 
Bateman in Identity Thief, 
fell really flat, but other 
things like the ofifthe-radar 
The Purge turned out to be 
really good fun. From the ear¬ 
ly part of the year I’d choose 
Warm Bodies, a zom com that 
is essentially one joke — the 
zombie as a metaphor for 


awkward teenager love — but 
a pretty good one and well 
performed. What about you? 

Mark: Two blockbuster mov¬ 
ies impressed me: Iron Man 3 
and Star Trek: Into Darkness. 
But my two favourite movies 
of the year were Side Effects 
and Trance. Both were Hitch¬ 
cockian thrillers that started 
out as one thing but cleverly 
morphed into something 
else. But I’ve always enjoyed 
mind games, Richard, as any 
of my detractors will tell you. 

RC: I liked both Side Effects 
and Trance, but as far as 
thrillers go my pick of the 
litter would be The Bay, an 
eco-apocalypse horror movie 
from Diner director Barry 
Levinson. He assembles an 
eye-catching array of Actional 


news footage, phone camera 
images, surveillance video¬ 
tape, Skype and “homemade” 
videos to tell the story and it 
will make you think twice be¬ 
fore ever drinking tap water 
again! 

MB: The Bay was interesting, 
although unfortunate prod¬ 
uct placement for the store. I 
liked The Great Gatsby a lot, 
although I knew the stoiy all 
too well. The Place Beyond 
The Pines is an ambitious 
sprawling movie that has 
three connecting stories. The 
whole is less than the sum 
of its parts but most of it is 
worth its loooooong running 
time. 

RG: My two favourite Aims 
so far this year have been 
Frances Ha and Before Mid¬ 


night. Frances Ha stars the 
transcendent Greta Gerwig 
as a 20-something dancer try¬ 
ing to make it in New York 
Gity. Warm and charming, 
it captures the vagaries of a 
mostly rudderless life. An¬ 
other movie I hope to watch 
over and over is Before Mid¬ 
night, the third Aim in the 
Ethan Hawke-Julie Delpy re¬ 
lationship trilogy. Done with 
humour, heart and pathos, 
oAen in the same scene, it 
is a poignant farewell to two 
characters who grew up in 
Aont of us. 

MB: I liked Frances Ha and I 
think it’s the breakthrough 
role Gerwig has been looking 
for. But it was very similar to 
last year’s Lola Versus, which 
I found funnier though not as 
artful.

The Descendants 
co-creators spent 
years trying to get 
their coming-of-age 
screenplay picked up 


Jim Rash and Nat Faxon are 
arguably best known for aping 
Angelina Jobe — and her out¬ 
stretched leg — at the 2012 
Oscars. 

Upon winning best adapted 
screenplay for The Descendants 
with director Alexander Payne, 
Rash settled into a proud pose, 
right leg extended for all to see, 
while Faxon adopted a less pro¬ 
nounced stance. 

It was a pivotal moment 
that catapulted the duo into a 
new sphere of celebrity and In¬ 
ternet infamy. 

Now they’re hoping to be¬ 
come even better known for 
their directorial debut, the 
coming-of-age dramedy The 
Way, Way Back. 

“It’s this weird circle of bfe 
with this movie,” Rash says of 
the film’s long road to the big 



screen during a recent visit to 
Toronto. 

He notes their script for 
The Way, Way Back bounced 
around Hollywood for years, 
eventually catching the atten¬ 
tion of Payne. 

The Sideways writer/direc¬ 
tor wasn’t interested in making 
the film, but he was interested 
in hiring its writers for his own 
project. The Descendants. 

Of course, that coUaboration 


led to the Oscar, which in turn 
revitabzed efforts to actuaby 
make The Way, Way Back. 

“This movie did get us in the 
door, at least to have a meet¬ 
ing with The Descendants, and 
ultimately to get the job. And 
then from that journey to the 
Oscar it has abowed us to open 
this back up, which has been 
an eight-year journey,” the 
slim, bespectacled Rash says 
while seated alongside a tanned 


Faxon. 

“When it gets too long in the 
foot, 1 think sometimes scripts 
sort of get forgotten about, you 
know, imless you reaby perse¬ 
vere and keep pushing.” 

To a certain degree. Rash 
and Faxon are used to being 
underdogs. 

Their day jobs involve star¬ 
ring in low-rated but celebrated 
comedies — Rash on the bttle- 
seen but critically adored sit¬ 



com Community, and Faxon 
on the short-bved but warmly 
received sibling comedy Ben 
and Kate. 

Before that, the longtime 
cobaborators — alumni of LA’s 
famed Groundbngs improv 
company — developed TV pro¬ 
jects for years but were never 
able to get something for them¬ 
selves on the air. 

Rash notes that The Way, 
Way Back is rooted in his own 
chbdhood sense of inadequacy. 


taking its opening scene dir¬ 
ectly from an actual exchange 
he had with his stepfather at 
age 14. 

“He asked me what 1 was 
on a scale from 1 to 10.1 said 6 
at the time, thinking that was 
veiy humble and a nice place to 
aim for. And he said 1 was a 3,” 
he recabs. 

“And then he went on to 
say that it was about me not 
taldng advantage of our sum¬ 
mer vacations in the sense 
that there were families with 
kids that 1 could meet and (1 
could) open up more in my 
bfe,” continues Rash, who 
appears in the film as an eter¬ 
nally dissatisfied water park 
employee. 

“(1 bke) the idea of some¬ 
thing that seems harsh and 
dramatic and hurts us at one 
moment becomes enbghtening 
and funny and a you-needed- 
it-to-happen moment much 
later.”

Strawberry-Fennel Salsa 

• 1 fennel bulb, chopped 

• 1 l /2 cups strawberries, hulled and 
diced 

• 1 medium shallot, minced 

, 2 tablespoons white balsamic vinegar or 
sherry vinegar 

• 2 tablespoons fresh tarragon, minced 

, 1/2 small hot pepper (such as jalapeno), 
minced 

• Salt and ground black pepper 

In a medium bowl, mix together 
the fennel, strawberries, shallot, 
vinegar, tarragon and hot pepper. 
Season with salt and pepper. 


Apple-Pepper Salsa 

• 1 large crisp-tart apple (such as Fuji or 
Gala), cored and chopped 

• 2 bell peppers (any colour), cored and 
chopped 

, 1 jalapeno pepper, chopped 

• 1 clove garlic, minced 

• 1/4 cup chopped fresh mint 

, 1/4 cup chopped fresh cilantro 

• 2 tablespoons cider vinegar 
, 1 tablespoon lime juice 

, Salt and ground black pepper 

In a medium bowl, toss together 
the apples, peppers, jalapeno, 
garlic, mint, cilantro, vinegar and 
lime juice. Season with salt and 
pepper. 


Cucumber-Corn Salsa 

• 2 ears of corn, husks and silk removed 

• 1 large cucumber, peeled, seeded and 
chopped 

• 2 stalks celery, chopped 

• 4 scallions, thinly sliced 

• 2 tablespoons chopped fresh dill 

• Zest and juice of 1 lemon 

• Flot sauce, to taste 

• Salt and ground black pepper 

Cut kernels from ears of com. To do 
this, one at a time stand each ear on 
its wide end and use a knife to saw 
down the length of the cob. In bowl, 
combine the com, cucumber, celeiy, 
scaUions, dill, and the lemon zest and 
juice. Season with a splash of hot 
sauce, salt and pepper.

“A player at 
his age, position and talent 
level (is) extremely difficult to 
acquire and we’re thrilled to 
bring him into our organiza¬ 
tion.” 

Seguin, 21, won the Stanley 
Cup with the Bruins as a rook¬ 
ie and was their leading scorer 
and an all-star a year later. He 
dropped to a tie for third on 
the team in scoring during 
this past season’s run to the 
Stanley Cup finals. Boston lost 
to Chicago in six games.
